Incited by a purported expose of Mrs. Mott-Knight’s in- 
dependent slate-writing, which found its way into the col- 
umns of a spiritistic organ, I invited a skeptical friend to 
accompany me to her apartment for the sole purpose of de- 
tecting her tricks if any should be practiced.

In order to prevent any 
tranference of thoughts we agreed to conceal reciprocally the 
contents of our communications until we obtained an an- 
ewer from either Mrs, Mott-Kuight or the invisibles, 

As soon as she reappeared we seated ourselves according 
to hér bidding ; examined the slates and kept a watchful eye 
on her manipulations, ready for a good joke or an earnest ac- 
ceptance of a genuine spiritual manifestation. 


Webster’s definition of the word reason in brief is: “A 
faculty of the mind by which it distinguishes truth from 
falsehood, and good from evil.” 

There js another definition which is more helpful to the 
investigator, as it is more pointed in discussions, viz.. 
“Reason is the faculty of following the pathway of facts," 

This definition is given by a skeptic who defends his 
skepticism as follows: “Skepticism denotes that condition 
in which the mind is before it has arrived at conclusive 
opinions ; when it is still iu the act of reflecting, examin- 
ing, or pondering over subjects of thought. Skepticism, 
therefore, is the opposite of dogmatism.” The word is of 
Greek origin, and was only applied to thoughtful persons.
